PETITION TO CORRECT FILING DATE PURSUANT TO 37 C.F.R. §1.10 
Dear Sir: 

Applicants hereby request, pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.10(c), that the filing date of US 
Patent Application No. 09/581,861 be corrected from June 16, 2000, the filing date accorded by 
the Patent Office as stamped on the return postcard filed with the application, to June 19, 2000 , 
the actual United States Postal Service ("USPS") deposit date. 

In support of their request for correction, Applicants attach hereto copies of the following 
documents as evidence of the actual filing date of June 19, 2000 for the above-referenced 
application: 

(1) a true copy of the Express Mail Label made prior to deposit of the application with 
the United States Postal Service; 

(2) a true copy of the Application Transmittal Letter dated June 19, 2000, made prior to 
deposit of the application with the United States Postal Service, describing the papers which 
constituted the application filing package; 
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(3) a Rule 10 Certification of Express Mailing (Express Mail Label No. EL 373 206 131 
US) indicating that the application filing package was deposited with the United States Postal 
Service "Express Mail Post Office to Addressee" on June 19, 2000 by Larry Taylor; 

(4) a true copy of the return postcard, made prior to deposit of the application with the 
United States Postal Service, originally filed with the above-referenced application, describing 
the papers that constituted the filing package and indicating the deposit into "Express Mail" on 
June 19, 2000 with Certificate of Express Mailing No. EL 373 206 131 US; 

(5) a true copy of the "Express Mail" mailing label No. EL 373 206 131 US, bearing an 
incorrect "date in" of June 16, 2000 , but also bearing the official United States Postal Service/ 
BOSTON, MA 02205 date stamp of June 19, 2000 in the upper right-hand comer of the Express

(6) a copy of the return postcard, date-receipt stamped by the Patent Office with the 
incorrect date of June 16, 2000, describing the papers that constituted the filing package and 
indicating the deposit into "Express Mail" on June 19, 2000 with Certificate of Express Mailing 
No. EL 373 206 131 US. 

As the copy of the Express Mail mailing label will demonstrate (item (5) above), the 
postal clerk who completed the label incorrectly wrote the "date in" as June 16, 2000, which the 
U.S. Receiving Office subsequently assigned as the official filing date. However, the correct 
filing date for this application should be June 19, 2000 which corresponds to the actual date 
stamped on the Express Mail mailing label in the upper right hand comer of the label, by the 
same postal clerk, and which is supported by all of the supporting documentation enclosed 
herewith. 

Therefore, in accordance with 37 C.F.R. §1. 10(c)(1) and (2), Applicants hereby promptly 
submit the aforementioned items (1) -(4) which establish that the "Express Mail" mailing label 
was placed on the application papers that constituted the correspondence prior to the original 
mailing by "Express Mail". Further, in accordance with 37 C.F.R. §1.1 0(c)(3), Applicants 
submit herewith a true copy of the Express Mail Label No. EL 373 206 131 US (item (5) above) 
which indicates a "date in" of June 16, 2000 but bears the official United States Postal 
Service/ BOSTON, MA 02205 date stamp of June 19, 2000 in the upper right-hand comer of the 
Express Mail label. This true copy, together with items (1), (2), (3) and (4) above conclusively 
establish that the instant application was deposited with the United States Postal Service 
"Express Mail" on June 19, 2000 and is therefore entitled to a filing date of June 19, 2000. 
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In summary, Applicants respectfiilly request that the present Petition be granted and that 
the filing date of US Patent Application No. 09/581,861 be corrected from June 16, 2000 to June 
19, 2000 .
